EDITORIAL VISITS. 

From Portland the steamboat took us 
twelve miles up the Willamette, south, over 
as smooth and beautiful a sheet of water as 
we ever knew; a splendid river, a full 

quarter of a mile wide, to Oregon City, lo- 
cated at the Great Falls. This place, in 
early days, was supposed to be the verita- | 
ble head of navigation, and hence was 
chosen as the site of a great city. Buta 
few shallows soon proved that for. ocean | 
steamers a town further down the river 
must be chosen, and Portland outstripped 
all rivals as the metropolis of the State. 
Yet Oregon City bas very great advantages 
asa site for atown. Its water power is 
-one of the largest and most available in 
the world, and at the very point in the | 
State where it is needed. The river—as

On the east side of the river, a fine flat, 
the old bed of the river, of sufficient width 
for two streets and accompanying city lots, 
runs down for near two miles, beginning at 
a level even with the waters above the falls. 
The edge of this flat toward the water is a 

solid perpendicular basaltic rock, affording 
the firmest foundation for vast manufacto- 
ries and machine shops, while the.centre of 
the flat is earth, with a deep bed rock, mak- 
ing it easy as well as safe to excavate, for 
bringing down the water from above ſor all 
mechanical purposes. 

Already the largest and finest brick wool- 
en factory on the Pacific coast is here put 
up, and in part furnished, running now 
nine carding machines, twenty-two looms, 
and using up two hundred and fifty thous- 
and pounds of wool this year.

The 
news was, that a party of volunteers that 
had gone out to hunt Indians, had met a 
large foree of them; that they were sur- 
rounded, but Nane themselves able to 
maintain their position for thirty- six hours. 
They had sent two of their men with a let- 
ter, stating their condition, and what they 


wanted. These inen bandaged their feet 


with rags so as to disguise their tracks; 
then they crawled upon their bellies some 
three miles through the Indian lines, care- 


fully removing every stick, the breaking of 


which might make a noise. They walked 
to Flint District—some forty miles—coming 
twice upon Indian scouts, and having to 
take circuitous routes to avoid them. One 


of them became exhausted, and was left by 
the other in what he considered a safe | 


place, and he afterwards got in. They had 
spent some three days on the journey. 
So much excitement was never known 
here before. There was mounting in hot 
haste,” and soon horsemen were dashing in 
all directions. Everybody was intent on 
sending relief as soon as possible. Early 
in the ſorenoon more than two hundred 


citizens, armed and mounted, were on the 


war path. One hundred left first, all armed 


with Henry and breech-loading rifles. It 
is to be hoped that the Indian scouts will 


not see the others, who seem not very likely 
to reach them till after dark. Early this 


morning the volunteers were probably on

The U. S. District Court, whieh was in 
session here, has adjourned for a week, and 
jurymen and witnesses are on the Indian 
hunt. Last night, families that reside in 


the outskirts of the town, left their homes 


and took refuge in the quartz mill in this 
place. The mill was stopped running, for 
their accommodation, but steam was kept t 
up all night so that ‘the whistle might be 
used in case of an attack. Guards were 
stationed in various parts of the town, but 
there was no alarm. 

Witbin a week two men have been shot 
near town, at different times. One of them 
may recover. The other was in a state of 
putrefaction when found. had 


been chopped in pieces.

President Johnson’s last veto of the Freedman’s 
Bureau Bill has come to hand. It presents no 
points especially new beyond those put forth in 
former messages....Cases of cholera are some- 
what multiplying in New York and Brooklyn 
Congress has rémoved all obstacles in the way of 
admitting Tennessee to the Union. The resolution 
to that effect reads as follows : 


WueEreas, In the year 1861, the Government of 
Tennessee was seized upon and taken possession of 
by persons in hostility to the United States, and 
the inhabitants of said State, in pursuance of an 
act of Congress, were declared to be in a state of 
insurrection against the United States ; and 

WuHeEREAS,. Said State Government can only be 
restored to its former-relations in the Union by con- 
sent of the law-making powers of the United 
States; and 

Wuereas, The people of the United States, in 
said State did, on the 22d day of February, 1865, 
by a large popular vote, adopt and ratify a Consti- 
tution and Government, republican in form, and 
not inconsistent with the Constitution and laws of 
pe — States, whereby slavery is abolished, 

the ordinances and laws of secession and debts 
contracted under the same were declared void; and 

Wuereas, The State Government has ratified 
the amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States abolishing slavery, and also the amendment 
by the Thirty-ninth Congress; and 

Wuereas, The body of the people of Tennes- 

see have, by their popular spirit of obedience, 
— to the satisfaction of Congress, a return of 
the said State to its allegiance to the Government 
of the United States; therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America, in 
Congress assembled, that the State of Tennessee 
shall be restored to her former proper practical re- 
lation to the Union, and be again entitled to be 
—— by Senators and Representatives in 


ngress. 

— Prussia seems to be fast driving Austria to 
the wall. The following manifesto has been issued 
by Francis Joseph, Emperor of Austria: The 
heavy misfortunes which have befallen his army of 
the North, moved to the inmost core his heart, but 
the reliance he had placed upon the devotion of 
his people, the courage of his army, upon God and 


his good and sacred right, had not wavered a sin- 


gle instant. He had addressed himself to thé Em- 
peror of the French, requesting his good offices in 
bringing about an armistice with Italy, and not 
merely had the Emperor readily responded to his 
demand, but had offered to mediate with Prussia 
for the suspension of hostilities and for the open- 


ing of negotiations for peace. His offer he accepts, 


and announces himself prepared to make a peace 
upon honorable conditions, to prevent the blood- 
shed and the ravages of war, but he would not 
make peace by which Austria, as a great Power, 
would be shaken.“ . .
